This has been a year of increasing costs of operating town services 
and of increasing uncertainty as to the future. Faced with this the se- 
lectmen and the town department heads have continually tried to keep 
down controllable expenses — the result of which is to be seen in the 
1979 tax rate, which dropped slightly. We will continue to do our best 
in 1980 to keep any increase to a minimum. The townspeople must take 
their share of this responsibility in keeping to a minimum the approval 
of non-budget items in the town meeting warrant. 


To improve our cash flow and shorten the period we operate on 
borrowed money we intend this year to use computer services in the 
computation and issuing of tax bills. This will also cushion the effect of 
any personnel changes in the administration. 


As to the future the selectmen and the planning board have 
already begun work on the outline of a master plan to insure as much 
as possible the orderly and harmonious growth of the town. Such 
growth is certainly inevitable and evidenced by the number of sub- 
divisions now in process and anticipated. Again it will be the partici- 
pation of the citizens working toward a common goal which will 
determine the success of this effort. 


The deaths this past year of James Wright and of Milford Newell, 
and of Merton Perkins as this report is being written, saddened all of 
us.

REPORT OF SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


Review of operations continued to show deficiencies traceable to 
incomplete information on original installation. Aging of plant required 
renovation of filter beds, replacement of equipment parts and overhaul 
of discharge system of imhoff tank. The malfunctioning of the imhoff 
tank occurred simultaneously with the normal peak of maintenance of 
the filter beds with a resulting overload on personnel. In addition we 
encountered problems with failure of feeder lines to main lines. New 
standards have been set for installation and bedding of feeder lines. 
Scheduling of preventive maintenance should continue to ease some of 
these problems over the coming years.

NEWBURY PUBLIC LIBRARY 
Report of the Library Trustees 


It was noted in our last year’s report, that since we are now an 
affiliated library in the Statewide Library Development Program, we 
may call upon the District Consultant to help us to improve and update 
our library. This we have done. She has weeded out the old books 
which have not been read for years or are very much out-of-date and is 
helping us to rearrange our books and files. 

As with all segments of our lives, the energy situation has slowed 
down the process. All state employees were requested to cut down on 
gas consumption, then our consultant was forced to give up the whole 
aid program. However, since she had already started her work for us, 
she will continue. We hope to finish the project during the winter 
months. This reorganization should make it easier for our patrons to 
find the books of their choice. 

The reading program, which was started in 1978 in the Newbury 
school, has been continued in 1979. We hope to encourage the children 
to read more and better books. As an incentive, we gave a party at the 
end of the year and awarded book prizes in the following categories: 1. 
Number of books read, 2. Quality of books read, 3. Most improvement 
in reading skills. Furthermore, each child who participated in the 
program received a Reading Award Certificate and a handmade 
bookmark. 

George Beal was appointed delegate to the New Hampshire 
Conference which was preliminary to the White House Conference on 
Library and Information Services. He and Mrs. Beal went to several 
meetings, especially the follow-up where the delegates to the White 
House Conference reported on their trip to Washington. Mr. Beal is 
also our representative to the Southwest Advisary Council of the State- 
wide Library Development Program. Council meetings were attended at 
Charlestown and Richmond. Moreover, the Beals traveled to Concord 
and Durham to meetings of the Library Trustees Association. 

Statistically, 2,455 books were loaned; the Bookmobile called three 
times and 355 books were borrowed; six films were borrowed from the 
State Library and shown at the school. The Trustees and the Librarian 
went on two book-buying expeditions and purchased 100 new adult 
books and 100 books for the youngsters. 

As a bonus, books were purchased in memory of Julia Thompson 
and James V. Wright with the generous gifts of Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Parker. 

A telephone was installed (763-5803) May 26 for the safety of the 
Librarian and the convenience of our patrons. 

In the spring the library was completely refurbished outside. It was 
painted and new shutters were installed. The old fence was repaired 
and painted and a new chain link fence was installed on the south 
property line.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


This year, instead of a report on past accomplishments, I would 
like to go over needs for the future of the department to keep it in line 
with the growth of the town. As you know the town has grown ex- 
tremely fast over the past decade. The resident population has nearly 
doubled which has increased the use of all our pre-existing roads and 
has created several miles of new roads with the prospects of more 
being opened in the near future. Not many years ago we had several 
miles of road that were not used at all during winter and early spring 
months. Today every mile of road has to be maintained regularly. As a 
result of this growth I am proposing the following: 

1. A new truck with plow and sander to increase our number to 
three. This would enable us to get around faster in larger storms with 
plowing and sanding and would help especially in case of breakdown of 
any other equipment. Every town of comparable size has three or more 
trucks at their disposal today. Our two present trucks are getting old 
(seven and 12) but are still in good usable condition. 

2. Trade for a new grader. Our present machine is 15 years old 
and is getting hard to maintain because of parts availability. It has 
been a good machine but I feel it best to trade while it has some 
turn-in value. 

I believe we have enough in our capital reserve fund for equipment 
to cover the truck, grader and possibly the sander. 

3. We would need a small addition to our highway building to 
house the extra truck and give some added storage room for sanders 
etc. Our present building has no available space left. 

The building addition would require an appropriation to cover the 
cost. 

4. I feel we need another man added to the crew. It is practically 
impossible to find part-time help that can handle the equipment and be 
available when needed. It would also help to have the extra man to 
keep a workable crew when someone is out on vacation or sick leave. 

An addition to maintenance money would be required to cover the 
above. 

At the present time we have the same amount of equipment and 
actually less manpower than 20 years ago as we used to get extra help 
for seasonal work. 

Please remember that expenditures for highways benefit our non- 
resident tax payers as well as people who make their permanent home 
in town.

REPORT OF THE DISTRICT FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Prevention and control of forest fires is handled through a coop- 
erative effort between town/city fire organizations and the State Forest 
Fire Service. 

Since 1903, when the first forest fire laws were passed by our Leg- 
islature, the State Forester has appointed someone in each municipality 
as a Forest Fire Warden and charged him with the responsibility of 
forest fire prevention and control within his town/city. This person may 
ask the State Forester to appoint an many Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
as may be necessary to efficiently carry out his charge. 

The State Forester has divided the State into 10 forest fire districts 
with a full-time District Forest Fire Chief in each district. The State 
organization is charged with assisting the municipal forest fire organi- 
zation in any way possible. 

State personnel conduct fire training schools, assist with forest fire 
suppression, fire cause investigation, prosecution of fire law violators 
and forest fire prevention programs. Forest fire suppression equipment 
is purchased through state bulk purchasing ability and sold to local 
forest fire organizations at one-half cost. Excess military property is 
obtained and turned over to town/city fire departments at no cost to 
local departments for conversion into fire suppression units. This coop- 
erative arrangement between state and municipality has resulted in one 
of the best forest fire records in the United States with less than one- 
half acre of woodland burned in each fire reported.

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At the town meeting of 1978 the town voted to appropriate money 
to purchase a new fire truck, in the fall of 1979 we received the new 
fire truck. The times we’ve had to use this truck it has proven to be an 
excellent fire truck and will do the job better than we expected. 

This year there were less responses than last year. There were four 
more structural fires than last year, the main cause of structural fires 
were from electrical heat tapes installed incorrectly and electrical 
heaters which were also used for thawing water pipes or to keep them 
from freezing. If heat tapes or electric heaters are used they should 
only be used as a ‘“‘temporary’’ solution. 

The unselfish dedication of the officers and members of this 
department has and will continue to serve, protect and benefit our 
town.

SCHOOL BOARD MEMBER REPORT 

During the past nine months while I served as the representative 
of Newbury to the Kearsarge Regional School Board I have had some 
interesting experiences, some of which I would like to relate to you. To 
put it another way, there is some good news and some bad news. 

The good news is that students from our district attend all types of 
colleges and universities. We have students attending the military 
academies, state universities and colleges, including Harvard, 
Dartmouth and other fine schools. 

Kearsarge Regional High School has been one of the top 10 high 
schools in New Hampshire in the percentage of the graduating class 
attending colleges. In 1979 50 percent of our students enrolled in 
colleges. 

Generally our high school students average 10 to 20 points above 
the national average on the SAT scores, both on the combined verbal 
and math scores. 

During the legislative session a bill was introduced which would 
have allowed our school district formula to be adjusted. The direct 
result of that bill would have substantially increased our tax bills dis- 
proportionately to our neighboring towns. I personally wish to acknowl- 
edge the help rendered by our selectmen, Mr. and Mrs. Webb Rogers, 
Mr. Edward Snell, Mr. Ernest Sherman and the many other towns- 
people who united to defeat this unfair legislation. 

The bad news, inflation, is not new to any of us this past year. 
Prices are escalating rapidly, energy-fuel costs are going out of sight 
and teachers and employees are demanding salary adjustments to keep 
themselves at a sufficient revenue level to meet their living expense. 
During the past year we lost 15 teachers who left teaching for more 
profitable endeavors. Some of those teachers will be greatly missed by 
our students. The coming year shows no signs of relief, therefore, I, 
along with other school board members will have to become particularly 
sensitive to place our priorities in the right places. 

I appreciate your comments and advice to guide me in selecting 
the proper priorities during 1980.

REPORT OF TAX MAP 

Following the completion of the Newbury Tax Map, based on the 
1973 cut-off date, the final phase has been to update the transactions 
for 1974, 1975, 1976, 1977, 1978 and 1979. 

Thirty additional subdivision plans have been plotted and approx- 
imately 500 more parcels have been researched, plotted, filed alpha- 
betically by name and cross-filed by location. Each parcel has been 
assigned a coordinate index number which is written on the property 
card along with the description and grantee’s name, for positive iden- 
tification. 

An eight-hour public meeting was held at the Newbury Town Hall, 
December 1, 1979, to assist in obtaining information on probable 
owners of land which has been difficult to identify. This meeting was 
attended by approximately 15 land owners. It is hoped that greater 
participation at the public hearings scheduled in the future will better 
assure greater accuracy of the Newbury Tax Map.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
HEALTH AGENCY RECOMMENDATIONS 


At the town meeting in March 1978 a request was made to the 
selectmen to form a committee to investigate to which visiting nurse 
association or home health agency the town should belong. This request 
was carried out and a committee of five members was made up with 
myself appointed as chairman. 

Two members of the committee, Robbie Parker and myself met 
with the Director of the Kearsarge Visiting Nurses Association, Mrs. 
Jane Heald. 

Following are the results of that meeting: 

The Kearsarge Visiting Nurses Association serves residents of 
Andover, Bradford, Danbury, New London, Springfield, Sunapee, 
Sutton, Warner and Wilmot, nine towns in all, population 11,500, cost 
per capita $1.95. 

Services offered and cost to patient, if patient able to pay, no 
service is denied because of lack of funds. 

Skilled nursing care $20 per visit 

Physical therapy $20 

Speech therapy $20 (not available at this time) 

Occupational therapy $12 

Home Health Aide $10 

Home maker $3.17 per one-half hour 

Maternal Child Health program includes prenatal care, care of 

newborn. 
. Well child clinics which cares for preschool to age six. This clinic 
provides preventive health services such as, health examinations, im- 
munizations, blood tests. Eligibility is based on income and/or high risk 
factors and costs nothing for those eligible. 

Child Auto Safety Program which is educational, open to all 
parents. Infants’ seats are available up to 20 lbs. with a $15 charge for 
rental with a policy of deposit refund on return of the equipment. 

Dental clinics — free twice a year for three to six years not 
enrolled in school. This clinic provides dental cleaning, dental health 
education, oral screening, a application and X-rays when needed. 

Immunization clinic 

Women, Infant and Child Program which includes supplementary 
food, eligibility based on need and income guide lines. Serves Sunapee 
and Springfield only. 

All programs in the Kearsarge Visiting Nurses Association are 
supported by the Kearsarge Visiting Nurses Association, Bureau of 
Communicable Disease Control, New Hampshire Division of Public 
Health, the Lollypop Shop and the March of Dimes. 

The Kearsarge Visiting Nurses Association has two full-time nurses, 
five part-time, three home maker aides, two full-time and one part-time 
in the administration and volunteers. 

Mrs. Heald made a suggestion, that the Board of Selectmen meet 
with their board to express any problems they feel could be discussed 
with the possibility of both sides being enlightened. 

Three members, Robbie Parker, Beverly Smith and Alice Lynn met 
with the Director and Administrator of the Newport Area Health 
Agency, Mrs. Roberta Leary. 

Following are the results of that meeting: 
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The Newport Area Health Agency serves the residents of Newport, 
Grantham, Croydon, Unity, Goshen, Lempster, Newbury, seven towns 
in all, cost per capita $2.25. 

Services offered: 

Skilled nursing care $24 per visit 

Physical therapy $24 

Health screening 

Home health aides $4.66 per one-half hour 

Occupational therapy $15 

Child health program and clinics 

Dental clinics, all preschool free 

Well child clinics, includes vision and hearing tests, one per year. 

Women, Infant and Child clinics, Newport only. 

Health education and promotion for diabetic instruction, nutrition, 
hygiene, child care throughout preschool years. 

Assistance on child abuse (now in the making), drug and alcohol 
abuse. 

Care in this agency is provided by registered nurses with com- 
munity health experience, registered therapists, certified home health 
aides. 

All services are provided under direction of MD regardless of 
color, creed, national origin or ability to pay. The nurse discusses fees 
on the first visit and makes adjustments according to income whenever 
necessary. 

Financially this agency seeks reimbursements from Medicare, 
Medicade and other health insurances when patients are eligible. This 
agency does not solicit for funds. It is supported by direct third party 
payments, such as insurances and state and Federal grants, private 
contributions, town appropriations and donations in kind. 

Employees include: 

One full-time registered nurse 

Three part-time registered nurses 

One part-time licensed practical nurse 

One physio therapist 

One full-time director (there is a great need for volunteers, espec- 
ially for transporting patients.) 

It was suggested by Mrs. Leary if the selectmen feel there is a 
need for another service to take it up with the agency, not assume this 
is not available. Also, if a service is not needed it would be appreciated 
if the agency was notified. 

Both agencies have had a minor problem which can be a little 
confusing to the older patient. It has to do with the home maker which 
has a program set up by the state and divided by county rather than by 
towns, therefore the patient in Newbury receives home maker 
assistance from the Kearsarge Visiting Nurses Association and their 
nursing care if needed, is administered by the Newport Area Home 
Health Agency. With a little finesse on the part of both agencies they 
are able to cope with this problem. 

This committee suggests that Newbury stay with the Newport Area 
Home Health Agency. We feel the biggest problem is communication 
with all parties involved.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


Newbury and her neighbors around the lake became conscious of 
the economic value of their lakes and streams before the turn of the 
century. More and more of the taxes were being paid by ‘‘summer 
people’’ who asked little except that the rural area stay as it was giving 
them clean air, clean food and clean water. 

As early as 1899 regulations were set forth for the ‘‘Protection of 
the Purity of the Waters of Lake Sunapee.’’ In 1979 the Attorney Gen- 
eral declared these rules to be still in force. Many of the old problems 
have disappeared, but not completely. 

In essence, these regulations said, no privy, pig pen, stable or 
building where other animals or fowl are kept, no sink water, urine, 
water that has been used for washing materials, persons, or food, shall 
be allowed to run into the lake, into any bay or inlet tributary thereto. 
Nor shall there be evacuations, cesspools or other disposal areas within 
75 feet of the lake or tributary thereof. The only exceptions could be 
made with permission of the local board of health and approval by the 
state. 

Time slipped by and the regulations were not enforced. Conse- 
quently, without enforcement the regulations were ignored. Raw sew- 
age running into tributaries, cesspools within 15 feet of the lake, sink 
drains into the lake, washing machines running their soap suds onto 
the ground and from there to the lake, cesspools designed for a two- 
bedroom house (four people) failing because of up to 20 persons sleep- 
ing in the house. When a two-bedroom system is asked to handle two 
apartments, failure is inevitable. 

Literally hundreds of inadequate systems began to seriously pollute 
the lake. Concerned citizens in the area organized the Lake Sunapee 
Protective Association shortly after World War II. Voter concern was 
generated and town officials began to take a serious look at the 
problems. At the same time new state agencies, new regulations con- 
cerning the building of new septic systems, and a general concern 
resulted in positive action. 

Newbury insists that no lot be sold unless an adequate septic 
system can be built thereon. Every new system is monitored to insure 
the home owner gets what he pays for and to insure there is no threat 
to the lake. Each year the health officer inspects the lake shore looking 
for potential failures. He looks for overuse and advises the owners con- 
cerning repairs, enlargement and other problems. Unfortunately, there 
are always those who feel that rules and regulations are for other 
people and that their little violation will not harm the big lake. The 
majority of the property owners welcome the protection of their invest- 
ment in real estate. They recognize that the failure of a neighbor’s 
system threatens the purity of the water in which they swim and from 
which many of them drink. 

Since 1920 the cost of a postage stamp has risen from two to 15 
cents. Similarly, the cost of septic system repair has risen from 
hundreds to thousands of dollars. All too often correcting the failures 
caused by overuse can exceed the original investment in cottage and 
lot. 

It is, therefore, imperative that all the towns on the lake shore, and 
all of the cottage owners make every effort to prevent failures and to 
insure immediate correction should they occur. 
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In the fight to regain the purity of the water, where do we stand? 
One-third of the systems on Newbury’s area tributary to the lake are 
new or refurbished. Monitoring by the LSPA and health officers shows 
an improvement since 1950. In spite of the new developments, and the 
winterizing of summer cottages, we are gaining.

NEWPORT AREA HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


This year, the staff of the Home Health Agency have responded to 
an increased request for services by townspeople — particularly in the 
area of children’s and family services. Agency services utilized include 
Nursing, Physical Therapy, Occupational Therapy, Home Health Aide, 
and the many clinics offered free to all residents. 

Services offered have been given regardless of ability to pay. As with 
most social services, the need increases during economic recession 
when the resources are depleted. Unfortunately, even if anticipated 
funding becomes a reality, services will be curtailed this coming year. 

Historically, town monies have provided this Agency with 20% 
of its budget, which is low, even in New Hampshire. We are extremely 
grateful for the 1980 United Way contributions which will enable us to 
continue our casework in Child Abuse and Neglect. 

As in last year’s reports, we are providing each town with their 
statistics and the approximate value of services rendered exclusive of 
clinics. Clinics offered are: Immunization, Blood Pressure, Dental, 
WIC, Well-Child. 

Nursing — 85 home visits = $2,241; 3 office visits = $18 

Physical Therapy — 8 home visits = $192 

Occupational Therapy — 1 visit = $26 

Home Health Aides — 26 units = $121 

WCC — 7 

Services = $2,598

The Kearsarge Valley Community Action Program, located in the 
Old Graded School in Warner, serves eight towns in this part of Merri- 
mack County: Bradford, Henniker, New London, Newbury, Sutton, 
Warner, Webster and Wilmot. Again this year Community Action has 
served your community by getting much needed services to the elderly 
and low-income families in each of the eight towns. 

Services to the elderly include Meals-on-Wheels and the Senior 
Companion Program for shut-ins; Congregate Meal sites in Henniker, 
New London-Wilmot and Warner, and the Rural Transportation bus 
that gets senior citizens into Concord. Our fuel assistance program last 
year reached 140 families in the eight towns and we expect to get this 
much needed help to more people during this year of soaring fuel 
prices. An Adult Education Grant was awarded to the center back in 
August and this January we began teaching some basic skills in the 
areas of parenting, family health, money management and nutrition. 

The money your town appropriates for Community Action goes to 
run the local center here in Warner. The budget of the Center goes for 
salaries, travel expenses, office supplies and cost of heat and upkeep of 
the Old Graded School. The Federal government will provide most of 
the money for the 1980 budget. We have requested a total of $10,800 of 
the $32,000 to be provided by the eight towns. What we ask from each 
town is a percentage of the $10,000 based on what percentage of the 
participants in our programs are from your town. 

Our program is designed to encourage community participation and 
involvement.

Publication Reserve Fund and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500.00 for this purpose. 

George Beal made motion and it was seconded to accept Article 23 
as read. Motion carried. So voted.

ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will confirm the following ordinance: 
‘No snow removal from private property shall be left on public rights 
of way. Any person violating the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
subject to a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars for the first offense.’’ 

Frank Veazie motioned and it was seconded to accept Article 24 as 

read. Motion carried. So voted. 
ARTICLE 25: To see if the Town will confirm the following ordinance: 
‘Persons leaving trash and other rubbish (refuse) when the transfer 
station (dump) is closed are guilty of a criminal trespass and will be 
prosecuted per order of the Board of Selectmen. Littering at the trans- 
fer station is punishable by a fine of fifty dollars.’’ 

Frank Veazie made motion and it was seconded to accept Article 25 
as read. Motion carried. So voted. | 
ARTICLE 26: To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. 

George Beal: I would like to bring before the meeting, that this is 
the last night that Jim Wright will be serving as Selectman. He has 
served for six years and for the first time in a great many years and 
maybe ever, that we will not have a Selectman on the board, who has 
lived here all his life. I think it is a great loss to the Town and you all 
know that it is on account of his health that he did not offer himself 
again as a candidate. He has been of outstanding service and given to 
the other two Selectmen a background which they lack and which they 
sorely need. I hope in the future we will be able to call upon him for 
advice. I really wish now to express the gratitude of the other Select- 
men and myself for the assistance given for the service of the Town 
and I am sure you all recognize what such service has been. 

James Wright: Ladies and Gentlemen it has been a pleasure and 
an education to have served you for the past six years. The only thing I 
can say, is that I have tried to satisfy you and I hope that I have. This 
evening I did not participate for certain reasons. I am sorry, I would 
have liked to. All I can say is thank you very much. 

Robbie Parker: I would like to suggest that the Selectmen appoint 
a committee this year to study the Newport Area Home Health Agency 
and the Kearsarge Regional Health Agency, so that the parents of the 
school children will know just what is going on and what the value of 
their dollar ect. is getting. What you are getting for your dollar is much 
more as it is right now than it would have been with Kearsarge 
Regional. 

Thomas Biuso: I would like to bring to your attention the annual 
school meeting this Saturday at Kearsarge Regional High School. 

Ernest Sherman: I would ask that organizations asking for Town 
money, not use the Town Report as a means of publicity. 

It was moved and seconded to adjourn the meeting. So voted.
